WASHINGTON, July 29.—Abolition of the Federal estate tax, a 
maximum surtax of not more than 20 per cent and retention of a flat 
rather than a graduated tax on corporation earnings are advocated by 
Undersecretary of the Treasury Winston in a letter in response to an 
invitation to address a meeting of the Iowa tax clubs. 

Mr. Winston's letter represents 
the most definite statement of the 
high points of the treasury tax pro- 
gram thus far made. It carries the 
inference that the treasury will not 
be content merely with a reduction 
in Federal estate tax rates, but will 
insist upon their complete repeal. 

It is asserted without qualifica- 
tion that the treasury thinke that 
the maximum surtax should be cut 
from 40 per cent to at least 20 per 
cent, and that the combined surtax 
and normal tax should not be more

AWAIIAN PROBLEMS 

Some very knotty problems loom oa 
Ha wales horizon. Statehood is not yet 
sought there, nor are the islands ready for 
it, as Gov. Wallace R. Farrington clearly 
pointed out in a recent discussion of the 
matter in which a number of enthusiastic 
Americans strongly held that Hawaii should 
begin to knock for admission to the Union. 
The race question is admitted to be one 
of the serious issues in the islands. Accord- 
ing to the estimate of Prof. Romanzo Adams 
of the University of Hawaii, there are now 
312,000 persons in the Territory, of whom 
at least 120,000 are Japanese. The power 
of the Japanese in the affairs of Hawaii is 
measured by their voting strength. In 1922 
there were only 1135 registered Japanese 
voters in the Territory, although there were 
nearly 3000 who were American citizens of 
voting age. Prof. Adams takes a decidedly 
optimistic view of the race question and 
sees no reason why white Americans should 
fear being snowed under by the Asiatics in 
the future. Until 1924 the flow of Japanese 
immigration into Hawali was fairly con- 
stant. In that year the impending restric 
tion through the exclusion act caused a 
flocking of Japanese to the islands. After 
the act was passed the number of 
sions dropped radically. 5 
Prof. Adams says that the Japanese will 
continue to increase in numbers, but at a 
diminishing rate. They constituted over 42 
per cent of the population in 1920, but he 
points out that by 1930 they will be less 
than 40 per cent, and then this percentage 
will fall rapidly until they constitute not 
more than 25 or 30 per cent of the total 
population. There will be, he estimates, 
only 15.000 American-born male Japanese 
with the power to vote in Hawaii by 1940, 
while the white population by that time 
will have immensely increased. There are 
about 60,000 persons of the Caucasian race 
in the Territory at present and about 12,000 
Caucasian-Hawaliians. There are over 27,- 
000 Portuguese, 2500 Spanish, 22,000 -Filipi- 
nos and 24,000 Chinese. RS 
Alexander Hume Ford, director of the 
Pan-Pacific Union, naturally takes the most 
optimistic view of the race situation. He 
says that the Japanese born in the islands 
make excellent citizens. ee

Just as 
violence cannot be permitted by law 
in any field, violent speech cer- 
tainly can be banned by goyern- 
ment, and probably must be. dome 
limits on freedom are unquestion- 
for the public good. 
er hand, it is better 
to err in the direction of more free- 
dom than less freedom,” continued 
the speaker. “War normally brings 
with it repressions and repressions 
have their aftermath. The Espion- 
age Act and the Selective Service 
Act were logical enough during the 
war. The country wae at war and 
anything which curtailed the effect- 
iveness of the nation's program 
was looked upon with suspicion. 
That is not to say, however, that. 
such acts should still be supported 
our civic conscience. The logic 
such laws more than likely omits 
a Consideration of many attendant 
circumstances.
